OMI  Youths  Enjoy 
Summer  Lunch  Program

Preston  Sample,  Director  of 
the  United  Health  Association, 
and  Grace  Baptist  Church  pro¬ 
vided  OMI  youth  with  a  summer 
lunch  program  from  June  24 
through  August  30  at  Ocean  View 
Recreation  Center,  Jose  Ortega 
Elementary  School,  the  Salvation 
Army  building,  and  the  Youth 
Searchlight  Center.

Dorothy  Simmons,  Mrs.  Thessa- 
lonia  Jackson,  and  Mrs.  Donneter 
Lane,  the  program’s  goal  was 
achieved.

Work  Program

The  Summer  Youth  Work  Pro¬ 
gram  operated  in  OMI  from  July 
1  through  August  23  with  174  local 
young  people  employed  in  a  wide 
variety  of  jobs. 

The  program  is  financially 
backed  by  the  federal  govern¬ 
ment.  Its  purpose  Is  to  provide  a 
meaningful  work  program  for  the 
young  and  also  to  help  low 
income  families  in  the  area.  To 
qualify,  an  applicant’s  family 
income  must  fall  within  the 
financial  guidelines  worked  out 
by  the  government. 

Prospective  employees  were 
first  interviewed  by  members  of 
the  Ocean  View  Youth  Council  to 
determine  their  financial  position 
and  their  qualifications.  Evalua¬ 
tion  sheets  were  filled  out  on  each

BOARD  BRIEFS

Although  there  has  been  the  usual  slowdown  in  activities  during  the 
summer  months,  the  Board  of  Directors  has  continued  active,  with 
two  regular  and  two  special  meetings  to  keep  the  work  of  the 
organization  going.  The  President  has  continued  his  efforts  to  secure  a 
strong  Board  of  Directors  able  to  meet  regularly  and  work  at  serving 
the  community.  Ideas  on  how  to  achieve  a  strong  Board  included  an 
adequate  orientation  program  for  new  members,  insuring  their  ability 
to  test  the  validity  of  concepts  presented,  thus  avoiding  becoming 
rubber  stamps.  The  necessity  for  offering  leadership  was  also  brought 
out,  developing  long  range  plans  in  the  interest  of  the  community.  The 
President  appointed,  with  the  consent  of  the  Board,  two  new  members 
to  replace  Board  members  unable  to  continue  serving.  These  are 
Richard  Ward,  already  known  to  the  community  as  the  creative 
chairman  of  the  Arts  Committee,  and  Joe  Salinas,  an  articulate  and 
able  person  who  is  an  analyst  with  a  background  in  Systems 
Equipment  Engineering. and  Cost  Reduction. 

At  the  July  20  meeting  the  Board  heard  from  Chester  Ng  of 
Children’s  Rights  organization  on  the  plan  for  children’s  breakfasts 
beginning  in  September.  The  Mission  Rebels  have  been  serving 
breakfast  in  14  Mission  area  schools  and  in  June  the  Board  of 
Education  adopted  the  plan  on  a  citywide  basis.  It  will  operate  like  the 
school  lunch  program.  The  Children’s  Rights  group  would  like 
community  input  on  foods  which  the  children  enjoy.  They  also 
requested  help  in  locating  one  or  two  parents  for  each  school  to  work 
as  paid  staff  which  matter  was  referred  to  the  Health  Committee  for 
their  consideration. 

Possibly  the  most  important  action  was  the  special  meeting  at  which 
the  Board  sat  down  with  the  Facilitator  of  the  Community  Education 
Center,  Mrs.  Lee  Anderson,  to  consider  the  program  of  the 
Community  School.  As  the  concept  of  the  Community  Education 
program  was  developed  it  was  not  to  be  a  formal  learning  center 
primarily  for  young  people,  but  to  be  a  human  development  center 
providing  self  improvement  opportunity  to  all  segments  of  the 
community  on  a  (virtually  round-the-clock)  schedule  all  year.  The 
Unified  School  District  provides  the  salary  of  the  Facilitator  and  the 
rent  for  the  Center,  but  responsibility  for  the  program  is  that  of  the 
community.  This  meeting  was  an  effort  on  the  part  of  the  Board  to 
determine  ways  of  working  with  the  Facilitator  and  the  Advisory 
Council  of  the  Center  in -providing  the  program  the  community  wants 
and  needs,  and  in  establishing  priorities  in  providing  these  programs.

Speaker  of  the  California  State  Assembly  in  June. 

Throughout  my  career  in  public  life,  I  have  been  working  to  upgrade 
the  quality  of  our  mental  health  services.  The  State  budget  adopted  by 
the  Legislature  in  June  was  a  reflection  of  my  own  desire,  and  that  of  a 
majority  of  members  of  the  Assembly  and  State  Senate,  to  do  more 
for  people  who  need  help  so  badly. 

Unfortunately,  Governor  Reagan  chose  to  veto  many  millions  of 
dollars  we  earmarked  for  program  support.  I  immediately 
contacted  the  Governor’s  office  and  opened  seven  days  of  intense 
negotiations. 

I  am  now  happy  to  report  that  an  agreement  has  been  reached 
restoring  $18  million  to  the  mental  health  budget. 

Of  that  amount,  $10  million  will  be  used  for  the  Community  Mental 
Health  Program,  $5.25  million  for  After-Care  Treatment  Centers,  and 
$2.75  million  for  care  of  the  developmentally  disabled,  mainly 
mentally  retarded  persons. 

Because  of  this  agreement,  I  hope  we  are  on  the  way  toward 
re-establishing  California  as  a  national  leader  in  mental  health 
services.

My  choice  on  a  clear  day  is 
the  Headlands  to  San  Francisco  Bay  on  the  Marin  side  in  the  new 
National  Regional  Seashore  Park.  Here  you  can  explore,  take  tours, 
photograph,  swim,  enjoy  the  vista  of  San  Francisco,  picnic,  and  forget 
for  too  brief  a  period  the  pressures  of  today.  Go  north  across  the 
Golden  Gate  Bridge  and  take  the  Sausalito  turn  off.  About  three  city 
blocks  beyond,  on  the  left  hand  side,  is  a  tunnel  that  takes  you  to  the 
Headlands. 

Let’s  see;  fried  or  tarragon  chicken,  French  bread,  cold  cuts, 
cheese,  stuffed  eggs,  bean  salad,  fruit,  wine  or  beer,  and  soft  drinks 
for  the  kids.  Tell  the  neighbor  to  forget  his  chores  and  get  away  from  it 
all!  For  those  who  expect  greater  things  from  this  column,  here  are 
two  suggestions  to  accompany  your  “portable  feast.” 

SUSAN  SHAFFER’S  CUCUMBER  SOUP 

1  can  tomato  bisque  soup 

2  cups  buttermilk 

1  medium  cucumber,  peeled  and  chopped 

1  teaspoon  Worcestershire  sauce 

Vi  teaspoon  curry 

Mix  together  and  chill  thoroughly.  Before  serving,  top  with  coarsely 
ground  black  pepper. 

RUTH  RAFELLO’S  WACKY  CAKE 
SELECT  —  A  square  baking  pan  —  approx.  8”  x  8”  x  2” 

Place  sifter  in  pan  and  put  into  sifter  the  following: 

1  Vi  cups  flour  3  heaping  T.  Hershey's  ground  chocolate 

Vi  tsp.  salt  (pure  Cocoa  —  unsweetened) 

1  tsp.  baking  soda  1  cup  sugar 

Sift  into  pan.  Make  three  deep  indentions  in  dry  mixture.  Into  one 

J!™0"  P0",r  1  tSP'  Vinegar  <Clder)’ the  second  1  tsp.  (  +  )  vanilla,  and 
the  third  -  i/4  cup  plus  2  T.  cooking  oil  (Wesson,  Crisco  -  your 
choice).  Over  alj  this  pour  1  cup  cold  water.  Stir  vigorously  until 
mixture  is  smooth.  Bake  in  350-375  degree  oven  for  25  min.  or  until  top 
springs  back  to  the  touch.  Sprinkle  with  powdered  sugar  while  warm 
or  frost  when  cool,  or  serve  with  whipping  cream

applicant.  Job  assignments  were 
made  after  all  the  applications 
were  in. 

The  allocation  of  174  jobs  to  this 
area  (down  from  200  last  year) 
was  based  on  1970  census  data. 
Nearly  600  applicants  had  to  be 
turned  down  and  placed  on  a 
waiting  list.  Darlene  Coles,  Presi¬ 
dent  of  the  Ocean  View  Youth 
Council  said,  “The  job  program 
should  be  expanded;  more  people 
should  be  given  jobs  and  better 
jobs  given.”  Many  people  in  the 
community  share  this  view. 

Some  of  the  jobs  available  were 
with  the  Salvation  Army,  social 
services,  news  reporter,  janitor, 
street  cleaner,  etc.  Some  of  these 
jobs  were  training-connected  and 
some  will  be  year-round  posi¬ 
tions.  The  young  people  worked  a 
maximum  of  4  hours  a  day  or  20 
hours  per  week,  at  $2  per  hour. 
Along  with  the  Ocean  View  Youth 
Council,  the  OMI  Community 
Association  and  the  Children  and 
Youth  Service  Agency  partici¬ 
pated  in  the  program.

For  all  those  with  doubts, 
Sheridan  School  will  still  be  with 
us  in  the  Fall  of  1974.  Although 
there  will  be  some  structural 
changes,  the  quality  of  teaching 
will  not  be  altered. 

In  the  past  the  enrollment  at 
Sheridan  has  been  approximately 
400  students,  just  as  many  will  be 
expected  in  September. 

The  new  school  will  fit  neatly  in 
place  with  the  pace  our  city  is 
presently  moving  in.  Portable 
bungalows  will  now  house  the 
students  from  9  a.m.  until  their 
afternoon  dismissal.  San  Fran¬ 
cisco  itself  appears  to  be  a  city 
enveloped  in  new  birth  and 
modern  motivation.  Agile,  and 
compact  are  adjectives  common¬ 
ly  used  when  describing  it.

So  the  song  goes  —  for  they 
grow  up!  But  how?  With  memo¬ 
ries  of  learning  and  fun,  or  just 
“hanging  around?”  Kids  love  to 
create  little  clubs  with  secret 
signals  and  strict  rules  for 
admission.  After  a  few  meetings 
it  all  falls  apart  for  lack  of 
leadership.  But  the  desire  for  a 
group  to  call  one’s  own  remains 
strong.  Only  with  some  adult  help 
can  the  “club”  continue. 

Girl  Scouts  really  satisfies  this 
basic  need  in  girls,  'although 
we’re  neither  a  club,  nor  secret, 
nor  exclusive.  What  Girl  Scouts 
can  offer  is  a  program  adaptable 
to  the  skills  and  interests  of  the 
girls,  leaders  and  helping 
mothers  or  other  adults.  The 
basic  premise  is  for  the  girls  to 
have  fun  and  acquire  skills,  and 
in  the  process  learn  principles  of 
self-government,  decision¬ 
making  and  getting  along  with 
others. 

We  have  a  few  troops  in  the 
OMI  area,  some  very  successful, 
some  in  need  of  help,  some  so  full 
the  leaders  can’t  handle  any 
more.  The  Girl  Scout  Council  can 
offer  no  automatic  solution.  We 
have  faith  that  where  there  is  a 
need  it  will  be  filled  by  interested 
volunteer  adults  (at  least  18

The  old  school  will  be  destroyed 
in  the  summer  of  1975.  The 
planning  for  this  has  already 
been  finalized.  As  far  as  employ¬ 
ment  for  the  teachers  is  con¬ 
cerned,  basically  the  same  team 
will  be  working  together.  Possib¬ 
ly  a  few  monor  adjustments  will 
be  made. 

The  new  surroundings  will,  I’m 
sure,  inspire  them  to  initiate 
fresh  ideas  and  techniques  for  the 
students  to  experience. 

The  work  that  is  being  done  to 
Sheridan  was  started  by  a  State 
Field  Act  that  is  being  imple¬ 
mented  by  the  Board  of  Educa¬ 
tion,  and  their  results  sound 
inviting.  Good  luck  to  all  con¬ 
cerned.

There  is  a 
particular  need  for  leadership  for 
a  great  group  of  girls  waiting  to 
become  Troop  1561,  many  having 
just  “flown  up”  from  Brownies. 

Let’s  make  things  happen  — 
not  alone,  but  together.  All  you 
need  is  interest,  a  little  time,  and 
the  ability  to  read  and  listen.  We 
expect  to  have  a  “sign  up”  night 
on  October  2  for  adults  as  well  as 
girls.  Watch  for  further  an¬ 
nouncements.

COMMUNITY  HELPS 
PLAN  SLOAT  FUTURE

On  the  evenings  of  August  7th 
and  8th,  Workshops  were  held  at 
Commodore  Sloat  by  the  archi¬ 
tectural  firm  of  Marquis  and 
Stoller,  which  is  designing  Field 
Act  reconstruction  plans  for  the 
school.  The  object  of  the  work¬ 
shops  was  to  get  input  from  both 
the  school  and  neighboring  com¬ 
munities  as  to  what  the  optimum 
function  and  design  of  Commo¬ 
dore  Sloat  should  be.  Following 
are  some  of  the  ideas  developed 
by  the  more  than  60  people 
attending : 

1.  A  plan  for  greater  utilization 
of  both  the  building  and  grounds 
by  the  community  ...  senior 
citizens,  park  and  recreation, 
neighborhood  associations,  youth 
groups,  pre-school  programs,  etc. 

2.  Modify  grim  institutional 
appearance  of  the  building. 

3.  Develop  additional  green 
areas  in  patios  and  the  school 
yard. 

4.  Provide  maximum  flexibility 
in  use  of  space  through  movable 
wall  partitions  and  multi-purpose 
rooms. 

5.  Maintain  Junipero  Serra 
frontage  to  assure  architectural 
blending  with  the  surrounding 
neighborhood. 

Funds  for  all  design  aspects 
considered  may  not  be  available, 
but  the  receptive  attitude  of  the 
S.F.  School  Board  and  District 
Staff  to  modernizing  Commodore 
Sloat  is  certainly  promising.

MEALS  ON  WHEELS  SEEKS  VOLUNTEERS

Meals  on  Wheels,  OMI  site, 
sponsored  by  the  Ecumenical 
Parish,  started  the  second  week 
in  May  with  five  clients;  it  has 
grown  to  fifteen  on  Monday, 
Wednesday  and  Friday  and  thir¬ 
teen  on  Tuesday  and  Thursday.  A 
total  of  twenty  different  persons 
have  been  served  so  far. 

It  is  now  necessary  to  have  two 
drivers  each  day  and  at  least  one 
regular  kitchen  volunteer  work¬ 
er,  preferably  two. 

The  meals  are  assembled  at 
Ingleside  Presbyterian  Church 
and  food  is  supplied  by  Service 
for  Seniors. 

We  have  clients  on  a  waiting 
list.  If  we  can  find  more  volun¬ 
teers,  we  could  use  three  drivers 
each  day,  making  three  routes 


instead  of  two  and  thereby  make 
it  possible  for  the  drivers  to  visit 
a  minute  or  two  and  not  feel 
rushed. 

Meals  on  Wheels  of  San  Fran¬ 
cisco  was  organized  in  1970  to 
serve  home-bound  persons  of  all 
ages.  It  is  a  non-profit,  tax- 
exempt  corporation  and  receives 
contributions  from  the  Women’s 
Auxiliary  of  San  Francisco 
Medical  Society,  the  San  Fran¬ 
cisco  Department  of  Public 
Health,  the  San  Francisco  Home 
Health  Service,  the  San  Fran¬ 
cisco  Foundation,  clubs  and 
private  donations. 

If  you  can  volunteer  one  hour, 
one  or  more  days  a  week  for 
either  kitchen  or  driving,  your 
efforts  will  be  much  appreciated.
